WHEAT GOING UP.

Chicago, Jan. 1.'}.— Wheat contin­ 
ued its sensational advance today. 
May closed at $1.40?, 
within 
one 
quarter of a cent of the high m ark 
of the day. M ay closed at $1.27 7 8 . 
which was seven-eighth> of a cent 
o\er the high opening and one-eighth 
«*!’ a cent under the « lav’s high mark. 


I he steadily advancing price 
of 
wheat has already been felt in Rush- 
' ¡lie and it is liable to be oven more 
noticeable if wheat does not show 
some "ign of coining down to near 
its old-time price. 
Bread prices are 
bound to go 
up, bakers say. if the 
high price continues because flour is 
almost double in price what it used 
to be. 


One bakery has already cut down 
the size ot its loaf of bread 
one 
ou nce‘and another has stopped sel­ 
ling six loaves for a quarter. 
The 
third bakery in Rushville continues 
to sell at the old price, but its ow n­ 
er does not expect to do 
so 
very 
long because a subsequent 
loss 
is 
sure to result.

the Indianapolis

B aker’s flour, 
wholesale 
prices, 
has been quoted for a few days now 
at $7.50 a barrel of

weight, f. o. b.. Minneapolis. Other 
ingredients of 
bread 
making 
have 
also advanced, but not to 
such a 
marked degree. 
Local bakers were 
expecting the price of floor to shoot 
to the neighborhood of eight dollars 
today. 
The price of flour has almost 
doubled since the latter part of last 
summer when it could be bought for 
$4.40 a barrel. 
Wilkinson’s bakery, in the Kramer 
building in Morgan street, has called 
in all of its checks and 
is 
selling 
bread at five cents straight the loaf 
Ormç’s bakery, 362 MeClaron street, 
has not changed the price or the size 
of the loaf yet, but e x p e c t s to very 
soon if the price of flour does not 
go down materially. 
Cooning’s b a ­ 
kery, 125 West Second 
street, 
has 
reduced the size of the loaf by an 
ounce. 
Bakers make fifteen ounces 
of dough to the loaf. 
This 
means 
fourteen ounces of bread 
to 
the 
consumer, 
owing 
to 
the 
weight 
shrinkage in baking. 
Causes for the high price of wheat 
have been many, according to the 
viewpoint of the person making the 
prediction. The demand from 
E u ­ 
rope, because of the war. is held by 
m any to be the real 
cause 
while 
others are prone to blame the farm ­ 
ers who are holding their wheat with 
the hope that the prices will go even 
higher.

Act of Democratic Majority to Get 


Rid of Statute Under Which 13 


Were Indicted Recently. 


(B y United Press.) 
Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 
13.— De­ 
fending himself against the attacks 
yesterday of Republican Floor Lead­ 
er Rqhinson, Senator VauNuys today 
on l fie floor of the senate declared 
that when the Democratic m ajority 
passed ihe resolution which would 
repeal the law of 18 9 5 it had no in­ 
tention of letting down the bars and 
employing more help than was need­ 
ed. 
This was the act under which 
thirteen members of the hi - 1 legisla­ 
ture were indicated hv the Marion 
•ounty grand jury. 
It was declared 
unconstitutional by the court. 


“The act is unconstitutional,” said 
1 anXuys, ‘‘because 
no 
legislature 
ha- the power to govern any suc­ 
ceeding one. 
Conditions in 18 9 5 
a re 
not conditions of today and the » on­ 
site need» more employes. 
The sen­ 
ate has provided in resolutions that 
the employment committee shall file 
witlpdhe assistant secretary of the 
ensre a li» f of employes and this 
hell be a m atter of public record.’’ 


The house stood by the senate to­ 
day and by a vote of 62 to 47 con- 
urred in the senate amendment to 
the appropriation bill which repeals 
the act of 18 9 5. 
The 
amendment 
was warmly defended by Represen­ 
tative Niblack who was one of the 
indicted men, and was vigorously as- 
ailed by Representative Fsohbach, 
Republican floor leader.

John G. Keideibach, (Pem ) sena­ 
tor from Winamac, 
proproses 
to 
amend the registration law so that 
voters should give their age. height, 
color of hair and eyes, so that there 
could he no masquerading by an ille­ 
gal voter under the name of a regis­ 
tered voter. 


He would provide that after one 
general registration next year voters 
thus registered would not he requir­ 
ed to re-register unless they moved 
to another 
precinct.

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Hon. Horace Hopkins Elweli was 
born near Milton, Wayne Co., Indi­ 


ana, Ju ly 30, 1833. lie was the oldest 
son, and the fifth of seven children 
of E li and Elizabeth DeCamp Ei- 
well, both natives of New York, and 
of Scotch Irish and French descent 
respectively. 
They had 
emigrated 
westward to Ohio after the war of 
1812. 


B y a treaty in 1818, the Deleware 
Indians ceded all their lauds in the 
state of Indiana to the United State« 
government. 
This land was put on 
the market in 1820 and as a result, 
there was a great emigration to Ind­ 
iana. 
It was in this year that the 
parents of Horace H. Elweli came 
to Indiana and established a home 
in the wilderness. 
They were typical 
pioneers of limited means, and 
it 
was in this parental home that the 


deceased 
learned 
the 
habits, of 
economy, honesty and perseverance 


His early life was not unlike that 
of other pioneer farm boys. 
He at­ 
tended school in the old log school 
houses, but he was largely 
a self 
educated man. 
He had a keen intel­ 
lect, and an unusual 
memory, 
and 
throughout his long life, he was con­ 
tinually adding to his knowledge, by 
much reading and by a close study 
of current problems, and events. 


In early manhood Mr. Elweli chose 
farming as his life work. 
In 1851 
he settled in Kush 
county, 
near 
Raleigh, and established his home on 
the farm, where he spent the remain­ 
ing (it) years, of his life in hard and 
earnest toil, and where he died Jan. 
2, 1915 at the age of 8i years-5 
months and 2 days. 
His success in 
farming, and in other lines of busi­ 
ness, in which he was interested is 
testimony of his 
frugality, 
indus­ 
try, 
and 
extradinarv 
business 
ability. 


In 1857 he was united in marriage 
to M ary Jane Powell, daughter of 
Benas and Lydia Caldwell 
Powell, 
and together they shared this home 
until her death March 24, 1908.

The deceased was a close 
student of public affairs especially 
those of local and si);tc interest. 
In 1879 he was fleeted county com­ 
missioner, and in 1870 was elected 
Representative to the State

lature. In both of these positions, Im­ 
proved himself an able public official. 
Another one of our oldest citizens 
and a member of cue of 
Indiana’s 
pioneer families has gone from our 
midst: 
One who was horn only half 
a century after our 
country 
had 
been granted independence and only 
17 years after our state had been 
admitted to tl»c union; 
one 
who 
came to our county 32 years after it 
was organized.

House of Representatives at W ash­ 
ington last 
night.

a two-thirds vote 
is 
necessary

make possible the submission of the 
proposed constitutional amendment 
tor the enfranchisement of women to 
the state. 
Representative Gray, dike all the 
other Democratic opponents of 
the 
bill, hid behind the excuse that the 
question of womans suffrage should 
he settled by the states and not by 
the federal government. 
Representative Campbell. 
Repub­ 
lican, speaking for the rule and the 
resolution, answered 
the 
argument 
of the Democratic state’s right ad­ 
vocates tersely and to the point as 
follows: , 


“ The President, as the leader of 
his party, when he charges the oppo­ 


sition with not having a new idea in 
thirty years, should at 
least 
find 
some buffer for everything new that 
is proposed, besides the doctrine of 
states' sovereignty that surrendered 
at Appomattox half a century ago.” 
But Representative Gray made his 
position plain some few days .ago 
when a responded to an inquiry of 
Ksther Griffin While's of, Richmond, 
who asked him what his position on 
the woman’s suffrage question was.

York)—Probably no array 
in 
the 
world , actu ally in the field , was ev er 
better fed than is that of the Allies. 
Ev ery French sold ier in the field 
is entitled to 231/*» ou nces of bread 
d ay ; 3% ou nces of rice, beans 
or 
peas; 10 ou nces of meat; 1A ou nces 
of su gar; one ou nce lard ; 
ou nce 
salt and a little more than % ou nce 
of coffee. 


These articles constitu te the d aily 
rations u nd er ord inary 
cond itions. 
There arc times, howev er, when cir­ 
cu mstances are ex traord inary , when 
fresh meat, new bread , d ried v eget­ 
ables and regu lar coffee cannot 
be 
d eliv ered d aily to the sold iers. 
Un­ 
d er su ch cond itions the French fight­ 
ing man falls back on his “reserv e” 
rations, which are: 
Ten ou nces of “biscu it” or “war 
bread ” as hard tack is known in the 
French army ; 10 ou nces of canned 
meat; 2% ou nces of su gar 1A ou nce 
of sou p essence, in cu be form; 1.1 
ou nces of essence of coffee, also in 
cu lm form, and .0(52^ litre (1/16 of 
a qu art) of brand y . 
Back 
of the 
fighting 
line 
the 
French sold ier has nev er had to fall 
back on his “reserv e” rations. 
He 
alway s has his fresh beef, mu tton or 
other meat; his coffee mad e from the 
coffee bean;.his*fresh bcead and the 
rest. 
Fu rthermore these things are 
qu ite good . 
I hav e liv ed for d ay s 
with the priv ate sold iers and eaten 
their food , so 
can 
giv e 
personal 
testomonial as to its ex cellency . 
I 
hav e eaten their “reserv e” food also, 
their canned meats (“monkey -meat” 
the sold iers call it) and tackled their 
hard tack: d ru nk their “cu be” coffee 
and perhaps of the bu llion mad e of 
their sou p cu bes. 
It is all whole­ 
some and nu tritiou s. 
The brand y is 
good and stimu lating and , ad minis­ 
tered in med icinal d oses, as the good 
Marianne of France ad ministers it, 
can not harm the 
brav e 
fellows 
stand ing in trenches which are hot 
and cold at one and the same time. 
Some of this brand y is of the “cal- 
v ad os” brand and is mad e of fine, 
lu sty apples, and in sipping it, the 
smell and taste of the apples arc 
qu ite noticeable. 
The re v ictu aling of the Allies, u n­ 
d er ord inary circu mstances, is carri­ 
ed on by England and France separ­ 
ately . That is France feed s her own 
troops and England feed s hers. 
It 
rarely happens—thou gh the circu m­ 
stance is not 
u nknown—that 
the 
French hav e to feed the English or 
v ieev ersa. 
The English 
eat 
more 
tinned food s than the French, one 
reason being their means of trans­ 
ports are more d ifficu lt. 
They also 
consu me tea in enormou s qu antities 
whereas the French are little ad d ict­ 
ed to the habit. 
In France 1 heard 
this story of an English mother who 
had ju st receiv ed a letter from her 
son at the front: 
“My poor boy !” the mother d is- 
traeted ex claimed , “he is u nd ergoing 
enormou s sacrifices and hard ships! 
He writes me that a few d ay s ago he 
was obliged to go from 9 o’clock in 
the morning u ntil six that ev ening 
Withou t lu nch and no ten was serv ed 
that d ay at all!” 
Were the war to stop at this mom­ 
ent my mental pictu re of a British 
soldier wou ld be a healthv looking

c? 
ind iv id u al stand ing by the sid e of a 
newly opened packing ease 
eating 
roast before a tin. I hav e seen him 
at nu merou s points along the line 
and it seems to me he is alway s eat­ 
ing. 
The Frenchman has two meals a 
day plus his morning coffee. 
The 
two big meals are at, oi* around 11 
o’clock in the morning 
and 5:30 or 
6 o'clock in the afternoon. 
Usually 


his meat and v egetables are serv ed 
together, as they are cooked , 
the 
mix tu re being a stew prepared 
ii 
hu ge pots or boilers. 
His rations is 
serv ed him by the cook who lad le» 1- 
ou t a piece of meat and the regu la­ 
tion amou nt of rice, beans or peat* 
in his “gamelle,” or easseolle whirl 
is part of his equ ippment. 
if y ou 
hav e ev er seen a pic tu re of a Frene! 
sold ier in fu ll marching ord er y oi 
hav e noticed this u tensil strapped tr 
the top of his knapsack. He eats hh 
meals with his 
pocket 
knife 
oj 
fingers u nless he has prov id ed him­ 
self with one of the many v arieties 
of collapsible kniv es and forks. 
Bu t where all d oes this food come 
from: 
How d oes it* arriv e 
at 
the 
front? 
How is the food collected 
and hand led ? Who hakes the bread 
where and how? 


In France there are some 20 re- 
v ictu aling stations 
well 
ou t

harm’s way hack of the line.

there is what is called a “control’ 
which bu reau u nifies the thing and 
prev ents too mu ch of any materia1 
going to one station and too littU 
to another. 


Long before war was d eclared the 
War Department had tabu lated the 
av erage ou tpu t of food stu ffs in eacl 
Department of France. 
It was al 
read y u nd erstood that in ease of wa' 
each d epartment was to fu rnish s^ 
mu ch of this or that article. 
Tic 
thing works au tomatically tisw the'1 
it is started , the gov erment 
pav im 
the d epartments for ev ery thing as i* 
is bou ght. 
The d epartments send t 
pre-arranged d estinations, otherwise 
to 'a certain one of the score of re 
v ictu aling stations. 


Coffee, tea, part of their flou r aru 
so on, France bu y s abroad and th 
rev iotu aling stations 
are 
su pplie 
from central warehou ses in the v ar 
iou q ports. 


The re v ictu aling stations hand h 
flou r, bu t not wheat. 
The flou r if 
mad e into bread at these .stations

VALUABLE PAMPHLET.

"Infant Care" is the title of a 


pamphlet just issued by the Child- 
ren's ^ Bureau of the United States 
Department 
of Labor. It 
is the 


second of a series of popular pamph- 
lets for the use of mothers on the 
care of children. 
The new publi- 


cation takes the baby 
from 
birth 


through its second year, dealing with 
such questions as feeding, clothing, 
bathing, sleep ami exercise,'-'' or in 
other -words, 
with 
the 
questions 


which all mothers must face, sooner 
or later, in the care of the baby. The 
book is written in.simple, non-techni- 
cal language, easily understood by 
the average American mother.'Spec- 
ial mention is made, also, of the care 
of American babies in the tropics. 
It contains 84 pages, is illustrated 
with a number of plates and pictures 
and includes an appendix and a use- 
ful index. The appendix gives a list 
of other Government publications re- 
garding matters of domestic economy 
such as milk, foods, home sanitat- 
ion, and other subjects of import- 
ance in the work of making the home 
suitable for the rearing of children. 


The phamplet will not, of course, 


take the place of the advice1 of a 
physician, but it includes a section 
on how to keep the baby well, which 
describes the minor 
ailments 
of 


babyhood and the symptoms indicat- 
ing the onset of more serious illness. 
Special emphasis is placed on the 
danger to infants of whooping cough 
and measles. 


Tho pamphlet was prepared under 


the direction of Miss Julia C. Lath- 
rop, Chief of the Bureau by Mrs. 
Max West, who also prepared the 
pamphlet on Prenatal Care, which 
was the first of the Care of Children 
Series.

much reading and by a close study 
of current problems, and events. 


In early manhood Mr. Ehvell chose

GET FRESH MEAT VERY OFTEN 


French War 
Department, 
Long 


Before War Was Declared, Had 


Made Study of Subject

With the French 
Army at 
the 


Front, Nov. 30. (By Mail to New 
York)—Probably no ariny in 
the 


world, actually in the field, was ever 
better fed than is that of the Allies. 


Every French soldier in the field 


is entitled to 231/:; ounces of bveiui 
day; 31/-: ounces of rice, beans 
or 


peas; 10 ounces of ineat;-l:\ ounces 
of sugar; one ounce lard; % ounce 
salt. and.a little more than -/••. ounce 
of coffee. 


These articles constitute ihe daily 


rations under ordinary conditions. 
There are times, however, when cir- 
cumstances are extraordinary, when 
fresh meat, new bread, dried veget- 
ables and regular coffee cannot be 
delivered daily to the soldiers. Un- 
der such conditions the French-fight- 
ing man falls back on his "reserve" 
rations, which are: 


Ten ounces of "biscuit" or "war 


bread" as hard tack is known in the 
French army; 10 ounces of canned 
meat; 2% ounces of sugar 1J ounce 
of soup essence, in cube form; lj 
ounces of essence of coffee, also in 
cube form, and .062^ litre (1/16 of 
a quart) of brandy.

their food, so can give personal 
testomonial as to its excellency. I 
have eaten their "reserve" food also, 
their canned meats ("monkey-meat-' 
the soldiers call it) and tackled their 
hard tack: drunk their "cube" coffee 
and perhaps of the bullion made of 
their soup cubes. It is all whole- 
some and nutritious. The brandy is 
good and stimulating and, adminis- 
tered in medicinal doses, as the good 
Marianne of France administers it, 
can not harm the 
brave 
fellows 


standing in trenches which are hot 
and cold at one and the same time. 
Some of this brandy is of the "eal- 
vados" brand and is made of fine, 
lusty apples, and in sipping it. the 
smell and taste of the apples art 
quite noticeable. 


The revietualing of the Allies, un- 


der ordinary circumstances, is carri- 
ed on by England and France separ- 
ately. That is France feeds her own 
troops and England feeds hers. It 
rarely happens—though the circum- 
stance is uot 
unknown—that 
the 


French have to feed the English 'or 
viceversa. The English 
eat more 


tinned foods than the French, one 
reason being their means of trans- 
ports are more difficult. 
They also 


consume tea in enormous quantities 
whereas the French are little addict- 
ed to the habit. In France I heard 
this story of an English mother who 
had just received a letter from her 
son at the front: 


"My poor boy!" the mother dis- 


tracted exclaimed, "he is undergoing 
enormous sacrifices and hardships! 
He writes me that a few days ago he 
was obliged to go from 0 o'clock in 
the morning until six that evening 
without luncli and no tea was served 
that day at all!" 


Were the war to stop at this mom- 


ent my mental picture of a British 
soldier would be a healthy looking 
individual standing by the side of a 
newly opened packing ease eating 
roast before a tin. I have seen him 
at numerous points along the line 
and. it seems to me he is always eat- 
ing. 


The Frenchman has two meals a 


day plus his morning coffee. 
The 


two big meals are at, oil around 11 
o'clock in the morning and 5:30 or 
6 o'clock in the afternoon. Usually 


his meat and vegetables are served 
together, as they are. cooked, 
the 


mixture being a stew prepared 
in 


huge pots or boilers. His rations if- 
served him by the cook who ladlet 
out a piece of meat and the regula- 
tion amount of rice, beans or peat 
in his "gamelle," or easseolle whieb 
is part of his equippment. If yoi- 
have ever seen a picture of a Frcnel- 
soldier in full marching order yov 
have noticed this utensil strapped tr 
the top of his knapsack.

Whether .or not the price will con- 


tinue to soar depends entirely upon 
the 
demand 
from 
the 
European 


countries. A few days ago the price 
.was advanced when it was reported 
that the South American .countries 
were unable to secure ships to trans- 
port grain from those countries. This 
meant "that a number of the Euro- 
pean countries would depend almost 
entirely upon this country for their 
grain supplies and bidding in the 
stock exchange became lively. As 
long as the dealers abroad continue 
to pay the high prices the quotations 
will continue to advance. 


It is not believed that the price 


will be much lower until the new 
crop is marketed next summer but it 
is a gamble to know how much high- 
er" it will go. Many farmers in this 
county are holding their grain on 
their farms or in the local elevators 
awaiting the top price. 
With wheat 


selling at $1.28 many' of them arc 
not risking the chances of a 
drop 


and are scljing- while others believe 
the .price will reach $1.50 before the 
first of March and arc holding out 
for that price. 


Beeause-of the material advance 


in the price of wheat soon after the 
harvest last summer and the pros- 
pects that thp export trade will be 
heavy next year a larger acreage of 
wheat was sown last fall than the 
year previous. 
There is no method 


by which the exact acreage can be 
computed but it is thought from the 
best reports that it is at 
least five 


per cent, greater. 


1 Farmers are also anticipating a 
steady advance iii the price of corn 
and oats and will till every avail- 
able foot of ground during the com- 
ing summer. Under normal, condi- 
tions the price of grain depends up- 
on the supply but with the unusual 
situation: abroad the United 
States 


will supply part of Europe and so 
long as the war 
continues grain 


prices will remain at a high figure 
even though the crops arc far above 
the average.
